Electricity in Air 
Hinders Breathing 


May Account for That 


Feeling of Suffocation 


in Crowds

NEW YORK — Electricty is the ex- 


planation of the feeling of suf....focal- 
ion in badly ventilated, crowded room.

L. Tchijevskyq, of Moscow, to the In- 
ternational Congress of 
Biophysics, 


Biocosmics and Biocracy. The ele- 
tricity is due to charged particles of 
nir. 


Air nlwasy contains many charged^ 


particles, called ions, some of them 
positive, others negative Prof. Tchi- 
jcvsky found, however, that when 
breath is exhaled, there is a large 
increase in the number of charged: 
particles. 


The increase is almost wholly in 


positive particles. This is equivalent 
lo exhaling a little positive electricity 
into the air. 


In laboratory experiments, Prof. 


Tchijevsky says, he has proved that 
these positive electrical particles slow, 
down the "exchange" of gases in the 
lungs. Exchange weans taking up oxy- 
gen from the air and giving off carbon 
dioxide froro the Jungs. 


Consequently, in the crowded room, 


the lungs have to work a little hard- 
er, not because of lack of oxygen in 
tho air, but duo to the positive ele- 
ctricity. 


As a further demonstration of this, 


Prof. Tchijsky experimented with air 
.•ontaining an excess of negative* ele- 
ctrical particles and found that this 
kind of electricity speeds up the breath 
ing "exchange."

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Aviation Veterans Look Backward and Sigh 


The report of an aerial dog fight over the Rhine-Moselle front which ended 


in nine German aviators out of 27 being brought down by French birdmen in 
American planes must-have broujjht a ru?h of memories "back to veterans of 
America's World War air corps. And when they read of American planes com- 
ittg. out.victoriously in their engagements on tln> We.stern Front in this 1939 
edition of world war. these veterans must be making menial comparisons be- 
tween the trim and manageable craft of twlay ami the rickety, pappr-likr planes 
. America sent to France in 1917-18. 


Although American airplanes be im,r used by Franeli anil British pilots- art1 


not quite as speedy as the German Messerschmitts. it i-; reported they have not 
lost a single battle even when outnumbered two to one. American aeronautical 
fenius has built into these modern ships something better than speed—the 
japaeity for responding quickly to maneuvers. 


Tliis is a far cry from the days of the First World war a little over 20 years 


pj;0,w,"hert even American pilots flew in foreign-built ships. At the time of 
the Armistice, there wore 7-19 pianos at the front flying American colors— 
and less, than 25 per cent of these were American-built. Only toward ihe last 
wore a few'American-built planes tnken into combat. During the greater part 
of the' war, the American planes were used behind the lines for training 
purposes only. 


Today hundreds of American airplanes are awaiting shipment to F.uropean 


countries and millions of dollars worth of orders for additional ships have 
been placed with the large aircraft plants in this country. Meanwhile, the 
United States army air corps is going ahead with its purchases of new equip- 
ment* and the army's aeronautical laboratories are kept constantly busy in the 
search of new devices and methods of increasing said safety of making ships 
sturdier. 


America was caught short 22 years ago in aviation just as it was in al- 


, most every other field of war preparation. But the developments of the past 
20 years Have not only filled the gap but have placed this country far ahead of 
almost every other nation in production and design. The Ameriyin-madc 
ships now on the European front are old models. Now models are even faster. 


Even more encouraging to aviation enthusiasts is the continual expansion of 


.commercial aviation. The 17 scheduled airlines operating in this country have 
not, suffered a single passenger fatality in'more than seven months. During 
this time, transport ships have flown 500.000 passenger miles. Nothing tells 
the story of aviation's advance better than figures like these. 


Lately, commercial aviation has taken a new step ahead through the in- 


troduction of mail pick-up service to serve smaller communities in the east. 
Inauguration of night piek-up service was recently announced, and passenger 
operations are being contemplated. 


Aviation is no longer an adventuresome business for a few daring souls.

New Treatment Found .for Disease Now Fatal in 98 


Out of 100 Cases 


Discovery by Chicago physicians of 


a ojevf treatment for malignant en- 
docarditis, which is an inflamation 
of the membranous lining, of the 
heart, may result in checking a dis- 
ease which up to this time has claim- 
ed the lives of 98 out of every 100 
victims. 


In the past, all attempts of physi- 


cians to control this disease were fu- 
tile. Doctors differentiate between two 
forms, of the disease as acute bacterial 
endocarditis and subacute bamterial 
Endocarditis. 


Sometimes this condition comes on 


like . a low-grade infection usually 
insidiously, with a feeling of fatigue, 
fleeting pains about the muscles and 
joints, headache and similar symp- 
toms. 


In about 40 per cent of the cases, 


however, the condition comes on more 
suddenly with fever, chills and sweats, 
severe illness—with symptoms related 
to the joints, and with a rapid heart 
heat..

It is here described simp- 
ly as showing the trend of scienti- 
fic research in an effort to find a 
method of treatment for a disease 
that was almost invariably fatal.

to-date, scientifically trained "desert 
rats" out scouring the country for 
needed deposits. 


Currently, the Bureau's prospectors 


are hunting scources of antimony, tin, 
chrome, nickel, manganese, mercury 
and tungsten. 


Some of them go out just like gold 


prospectors of the old west, with pack 
mule and other traditional equipment. 
The difference is that if one makes a 
"strike" he sends a report to Washing- 
ton instead of staking out a claim. 


The Geological 
Survey 
also has 


parties out on the same kind of hunt. 
Last year it sent 63 prospecting parties 
out in 35 states and Alaska. 


Bureau of Mines sent out 67 parties 


last year, and has an even larger num- 
ber out now. A party may bo a lone 
prospector, or a group of eight or ten.

Some Thing Blow Likely 


in Balkans, Where 


Britain Is Weak

WASHINGTON — Holland's danger 


in this world war arises out of the 
fact that areonatuical ingenuity has 
not devised a combat plane that will 
fly the round trip from German to 
England and back. 


A combat plane is one of those com- 


pact little one-man fighters which arc 
easily maneuvered and arc denth to 
awkward 
bombers, but arc them- 


selves helpless when confronted by 
long distances. 


Strategists say one reason the smash- 


ing German Blitzkrieg planned 
for 


England has been held up is because 
these little 
combat 
planes 
cannot 


fly along and protect the Nazi bom- 
bers from British combat and inter- 
ceptor planes. It is not the only rea- 
son the strategists give. Another im- 
portant one is that Germany seems 
not too certain that Blitzkrieg through 
the air will work. 


There is a third important reason 


which we will take up further along. 


Germany Needs liases 


The danger to Holland, as strategists 


here see it. is that Germany must 
get bases closer 
to England 
from 


which to launch her air attack—i 
she is determined to do it. The fev. 
reconnaissance and "sampling" tcsli 
made by Germany on British nava. 
and supply centers have shown them 
that the defense is tough It include: 
not only the anti-aircraft gun.-;, but 
more important still the fast flying 
little interceptor planes that can gel 
off the ground in a split-second, climb 
10,0000 feet to be on a level with the 
bombers, then swarm in on them with 
as many as four machine guns blazing 
from each plane. 


If the German bombers could have 


an escort of a fleet of Na/.i com- 
bat planes, these little fighters could 
take on the British interceptors and 
leave the bombers free to accomplish 
their mission. Losses that way would 
be cut to a minimum. 


But the combat pianos can't make 


the flight. It is 300 miles or more from 
the 
nearest 
German 
air 
bases to 


the British industrial centers. Com- 
bat planes can 
fly only about 
C>50 


miles on the fuel they carry. Even 
the best Yankee fighters can cany 
no more. With 300 miles to go to Eng- 
land and 300 miles to get back homo, 
only 50 miles is left. More than SO 
miles would be eaten up in a first- 
class 
"dog-fight." Then 
the plane 


could not get hoine.. 


If Germany overran Holland, she 


could have air bases within much 
easier flying distance of England. Her 
combat planes 
could 
fly with 
the 


bombers and air attacks could be 
launched with good chances of suc- 
cess.
